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Japanese Trade Agreement? 

The Japanese, in their shaky economic 
structure, are more anxious to conclude a new 
commercial treaty with the United States than 
are the people of this country. So it should 
occasion no surprise that the removal of some 
of the obstacles to its conclusion—such as open- 
ing the Yangtze river to third powers—has 
commenced. 

The great river, which is the main artery 
of trade in Central China and which opens the 
greater part of that vast country to foreign 
commerce, was closed to the vessels of third 
powers in August, 1937, shortly after the out- 
break of the war. 

Of course, there are limitations to the pro- 
posal to open the river. It is to Be done “un- 
der certain restrictions for the maintenance of 
peace and order and for military operations.” 
Japan naturally reserves the right to be the sole 
judge as to the meaning of this phrase. So, to 
all intents and purposes, the declaration is 
merely an expression of an intention to do 
something—with a convenient “if and when” 
attached to it. 

The present trade agreement, which expires 
on January 26, 1940, was promulgated in 1911. 
An intention to abrogate it, under the six- 
months-notice clause, was made known by the 
United States Department of State last July. 

Although the promise to reopen the river 
may be regarded abroad as a victory of the 
Japanese government over the army and navy, 
such a victory has little meaning unless the 
armed forces of the country acquiesce. It was 
the army and navy of Japan, not the govern- 
ment, which declared military necessity de- 
manded the river be closed to third powers. 

Inasmuch, however, as the United States 
govérnment had demanded some concrete evi- 
dence by Japan that American rights and in- 
terests would not be interfered with in the fu- 
ture, the opening of the river could be construed 
as a step toward removing some of the dif- 
ferences which brought about the denuncia- 
tion of the old treaty last July. 


Public Health Nursing 


It is far easier to prevent disease than to 
cure it. It is in this important field of activity 
that the public health nurse performs some of 
her most useful services. There is a great need 
for more of them to engage in the prevention 
of disease among the people of the state. 


The public health nurse is, of course, not- 


an independent worker. She is called upon by 
the public health physician and the private 
practitioner to assist in treating and prevent- 
ing the spread of such diseases as smallpox, 
diptheria and tuberculosis, to name only a few, 
as well as reducing maternal and infant mor- 
tality. 

Naturally she must be a graduate nurse. She 
must have had post-graduate experience in 
public health nursing. She brings scientific in- 
formation and knowledge regarding the care of 
patients, the prevention of disease and the 
maintenance of good health, to the community, 
as wéll as into the home. 

Last year among other duties the public 
health nurse supervised the activities of some 
3,000 professional midwives in Georgia. These 
midwives attended 23,000 births in the state 
during the 12 months. Their efficiency must be 
kept at the proper level. At regular intervals 
they are required.to meet with public health 
nurses for purposes of instruction, examination 
and advice. In this way the inefficient mid- 
wives are retired each year by refusal of cer- 
tificates by the state. 

The importance of public health nursing 
among prenatal patients cannot be over-em- 
phasized. In outlying sections of the state, 
where doctors are seldom, if ever, available on 
quick call, many emergencies are circumvented 
by careful instructions to midwives and to ex- 
pectant mothers. Under this method of pro- 
cedure the maternal and infant mortality rate 
gradually has been reduced. The good work 
should be continued. There should be more 
public health nurses.

An Old Balkan Custom 

Whatever the individual does or thinks 
singly, he usually does or thinks collectively. If 
a man is belligerent a nation of such men is 
belligerent. If an individual is peaceful a na- 
tion of such individuals is usually peaceful. But 
the paradox of both, if it is not unusual, is 
found nowhere in the world as it is in the 
Balkans. ° 

In all probability there are no more peace- 
ful, and at the same time more belligerent, peo- 
ple on earth than the many races comprising 
these countries. While loving the simple, pas- 
toral life, with its peace and quietude, they 
have gone to war with outside enemies at the 
batting of an eye, as well as shooting it out 
amongst themselves for no greater reason. In 
fact, they not only fight quickly, but suspect 
easily. 

Suspicion might well be termed an old 
Balkan custom. Hungary suspects Rumania, 
Rumania suspects Bulgaria, Bulgaria suspects 
Turkey, Turkey suspects Greece, Greece sus- 
pects Yugo-Slavia, Yugo-Slavia suspects Hun- 
gary and they all suspect Russia, a former 
staunch friend and supporter of Balkan ideals. 

With Naziism and Communism to the fore, 
the people of all these countries have learned 
to suspect each other. Rumanians are divided, 
Hungarians are divided, Bulgarians are divided. 
The capitals of these nations are almost daily 
treated to the spectacle of the arrest, en masse, 
and execution, of supposedly good citizens 
merely because of their suspected leanings to- 
ward other Balkan aspirations or sympathy 
with Naziism or Communism or some other ism. 

Such is the crueltv of man, regardless of 
race, regardless of ideals or aspirations, when 
his mind is warped with the suspicion his 
neighbor or his fellow-countryman is an enemy 
to his ideals, that he has ideals and aspirations 
of his own. 


Nazi Beauty Hints 
A little thing like a war, at least the kind 
of war they’re fighting in Germany, is not sup- 
posed to divert the attention of the ladies from 
their ablutions in the name of beauty. 


As an aid to keeping pretty during the pres- 
ent scarcity of soaps, creams and lotions, Beauty 
Expert Romer, on the German labor front, of- 
fers a number of substitutes. These will doubt- 
less come as a surprise to the women of that 
now thoroughly embargoed country. 

Ivy leaves, she avers, are a good substitute 
for soap. Soap, she says, deprives the body of 
fat and it is better to take a lot of soapless air 
baths. Bathing in the garden, among the 
leaves, therefore, may soon become a popular 
activity in Germany, since slimness of figure is 
an attribute of femininity not thought to be 
in vogue east of the Rhine. 

“Peel the chestnuts,” expert Romer goes on 
to say, in recommending a facial substitute for 
the missing milk, ‘“—dry and grind them, then 
boil them in rain water. Use the broth. This 
concoction is a great cleanser.” Fortunately, 
this recommendation can be made in Germany. 
In the United States, where everything else 
seems available, all the chestnut trees have 
died. 

If vitamins are needed—and where is the 
woman who doesn't need her vitamins—eat 
plenty of cabbage, carrots, parsley and apples. 
This is good advice in any language. 

Seriously, however, it is difficult to believe 
the unenviable position in which the women of 
Germany are finding themselves as a result of 
the war. It has the touch of sadness about it. 
Such deprivation is almost incomprehensible to 
the women of the United States, where soaps 
and cosmetics of every description may be pur- 
chased everywhere for as little, or as much, as 
one cares to pay.

Editorial of the Day 


“THE ONLY WAY OUT?” 
(From The Boston Herald.) 


The captain of the Graf Spee has Said that 
the suicide of his ship was “his only way out.” 
Opinions on that point will differ. He states that 
his decision was “really forced on him” by the 
conditions which induced Hitler to order the 
scuttling. It may be pointed out that several 
commanders not known to fame have deliberately 
disobeyed directions at times of crises, 

There is the story of the most spectacular 
event of our Civil War, how Farragut ran his fleet 
up the Mississippi contrary to the orders of the 
navy department and against the advice of sev- 
eral of his ablest officers. Not having a single 
ironclad, he hung chain cables abreast the en- 
gines of his ships in lieu of armor. He had to pass 
forts on both banks of the river, crash through 
a sunken boom and engage a fleet of armored rams 
and other vessels, 17 ships in all, While fending 
off the fire rafts sent downstream On a four-mile 
current. 

That night and the following day, as has been 
said, he “stood facing his destiny, imperishable 
fame or failure.” All but three of his ships passed 
the forts. They destroyed 11 enemy vessels. ‘I'he 
fall of New Orleans weakened the confidence of 
Europe in the Confederacy. For that and Mobile 
bay Farragut has been called the American Nelson, 

Other Americans have made simuar decisions. 
When Sherman left Atlanta the last thing he did 
was to sever the telegraph wires. He did not 
want to be stopped on his way to the sea. Under 
somewhat different circumstances, Dewey cut the 
cable at Manila in 1898. He had already de- 
stroyed the Spanish flet. ‘The. governor-general 
refused him the use of the cable, so Dewey 1so0- 
lated Manila from the outside world and America 
waited seven days for the report of that May Day 
morning. 

After all, the human factor counts, a factor 
that the Germans almost always leave out of ac- 
count. How many times will the story be told of 
England’s Exeter, fighting until only one gun 
could still be fired and orders had to be trans- 
mitted to the engine room by a chain of 10 sailors? 
In that way, and not by the scuttling of ships, are 
made the traditions of the sea.

Hull is a good Christmas story for only 
one reason; he is a man of iron principle,

of visits by which he won the leaders of Latin-America at Monte- 
video; the struggle for the trade-agreement program and the en- 
gulfing later preoccupation with world peace—these are all land- 
marks in recent history.

nations could not survive in a world animated by Hull’s slogan, 
There was an instant, before Adolf Hitler struck 
his stride, when the Hull trade agreements seemed about to become 
a world system.

The American people are natural partizans. In the presence of 
any contest or controversy they promptly “take sides” according to 
their nature and training. 

Now, when the civilized world is beginning the most fateful and 
most fearful conflict in history, it is natural and right that each 
should take his stand and declare his principles before the world. 

With the fate of mankind at stake, there should be no pussy- 
footing or straddling, no pretense or dissimulation, Whatever a 
man may be, let him boldly confess it. 

Under the protection and encouragement of liberal officials 
many Americans have been calling themselves Communists. And 
these people, though making no secret of their beliefs, have obtained 
well-paid government jobs, controlled relief organizations in some 
localities, dominated many .organized groups with patriotic names 
and developed enough power to influence numbers of publicists and 
make Communism fashionable among so-called intellectuals.

So those who approve Fascism must approve its brutal con- 
quests, its thefts of property, its murders, its torture and enslave- 
ment of the helpless and its alliance with Stalin to destroy human 
freedom and dignity. 

The whole world must choose sides now, for liberty is fighting 
for its life. We may stand for Nazi-Bolshevism or for liberty, but 
no man can stand for both.

_ Copy desk men in a newspaper office sit about the rim of a desk, 
editing copy. 


That rim has been called, “The Rim of the World.” 


That isn’t too romantic. It is, in an almost very real sense, the 
rim of the world. 


In London, at this very minute, more than 100 men there are at 
work, getting news for you. Soon it will come over a special cable, 
carrying only news for ‘The Associated Press. A few seconds after 
it is started in the cable in London it will be coming into the office 
of The Constitution. | 


In Germany, in Italy, in Spain, in Russia—the far corners of the 
world—in the depths of China, in Japan, in Siam, in the hot cities of 
India—in Tasmania, Australia, New Zealand, in Africa — all over 
the world are men gathering that precious commodity—news. The 
wires and the wireless bring it to The Constitution office and to the 
boys who sit on the rim of the world. 


Every night there comes to The Constitution office—from local 
reporters, from state news correspondents, from the Associated 
Press wires, the United Press wires, the wires of the North Ameri- 
can Newspaper Alliance—by air mail—nearly a quarter million 
words. ,

Newspapermen learn to be fast readers. They must be. Yet 
they must be accurate.

They try and determine what you—our readers and friends— 
want to read. 


The reporter's story into which he has put his enthusiasm, and 
he may feel, a bit of his soul—here meets the critical eye and the 
ready pencil. 


The rewrite man may have dashed off what he believes is a mas- 
terpiece. The men on the rim look at it for that value, and others. 
They edit. All the news save that of sports and society goes across 
their desk and before their eyes. 


They are not blase. They are, like the rest of the newspaper 
workers, sentimentalists if one can get beneath their shell. But be: 
fore them kings and pontiffs and presidents have died. Before their 
eyes have come the tragedies of the accident, the flaming house, the 
suicide, the murderer, the poisoner, the honeymoon couples— 


All the world parades before them each night with its cheap per- 
sons, its glorious ones, its tawdy and grand ones, its heroes, cowards, 
its heartbreaks, its joys. 


The guns of war boom there— 
Women and children are bombed before them— 
They sit on the rim of the world and bring it to you— 


And where does it go—that news—when it has been edited and a 
head given it and a place in your Constitution?
